DARTMOUTH, England, Feb. 28.— 


The British steamer Garton, Captain 
Willis, 
from Brunswick via Norfolk 


•for Bremen, arrived here today, hav- 
ing on board the second officer and 
six of the crew of the British bark 
Galatia, Captain Lewis, of St. John, 
N. B., from Turk's Island, with salt 
for Boston, reported February ISth to 
have been 
abandoned, water-logged 


and1 dismasted. 


The Galatla was abandoned on Feb- 
ruary loth, at which time ahe was in 
a s-lirking condition. Previous to that 
the bark 'had experienced terrible wea- 
ther and began to leak rapidly. 
On 
February 15th, Captain Lewis, 


the chief ofllcer, the steward, stew- 
ardess and three seamen left her In 
the 
only remaining boat, the others 


having been stove In during the gale. 
The boat was lost-^ght of in a .furious 
gale, and the second officer considers it 
impossible for her -to have weathered 
the storm. 
The same evening- the Garton hove 


in sight and took off the remainder 
of the crew of the Galatla at a great 
risk. The hifrh seas running prevent- 
ed the boat launched by the Garton ap- 
proaching the bark, so the men on 
board the latter donned cork jackets 
and were h-auled through the water.
